Washington, D. C., March 16.—The 


president sent the following message to 
congress late yesterday: 


To tbe Congress of tbe United States— 


Regretting the necessity which bas re- 
quired ine to call yon together, I feel tbat 
your assembling in extraordinary session 
s Indispensable, because of tbe condition 
n which we find tbe revenues of tbe gov- 
ernment. It is conceded that its current 
spenditares are greater than its receipts, 
md that such a condition has existed for 
low more than three years. 


With unlimited means at our command, 


we are presenting the remarkable spec- 
acle of Increasing our public debt by bor- 
rowing money to meet the ordinary out- 
ays incident npon even anfeconomloal and 
prudent administration of tbe govern- 
ment. An examination of the subject 
Isoloses this fact in every detail, and 
aads Inevitably to the conclusion tbat 
le condition of the revenue which [allov, s 
i Is DDjutlflable and should be correottd. 
We find by tbe reports of tbe secretary 


of the treasury that the revenues for tbe 
fiscal year ending Jnne 80, 1B93, from all 
sources, were 1436,868,360.33, and tbe ex- 
penditures for all purposes were 1415,953,- 
806.56, leaving an exoess of receipts over 
expenditures of $9,914,453.66. 
During 


tbat fiscal year 140,570,467.08 were paid 
upon the public debt, which have been 
reduced since March 1,1S89,1359,076,890, 
and the annual interest charge decreased 
111,684,676.60. 


Continued Deficit, 


The receipts of tbe government from all 


sources during tbe fiscal year ending Jnne 
30, 1893, amounted to $461,716,561.94, 
and Its expenditure to $469,374,887.65, 
showing an excess of receipts over expend- 
itures of $3,341,674.39. 


Since that time the receipts of no fiscal 


year, and with but few exceptions of no 
menth of any fiscal year, have exceeded 
tho expenditures. The receipts of tbe 
government from oil sources during tbe 
fiscal year ending Jane 30, 1894, were 
$373,893,498.39, and 
its expenditures 


$443,606,758.87, leaving a deficit, the first 
since tbe resumption of specie payments, 
of 
$69,713.260 68. 
Notwithstanding 


there was a decrease of $!<!,769,128.78 in 
the ordinary expenses of the government 
as compared with the previous fiscal year, 


expenditures, exclusive of postal service, 
$38,796,056.68, a deficit of $4,395,069.38; 
or n total deficit of $186,031,580.44 for 
tbe three years and eight mooths ending 
Marcb 1, 1897. Not only are we without 
a surplus In tbe treasury, but with an in- 
crease In the public debt there bas been a 
corresponding increase in tbe annual In- 
terest charge from $33,893,883.!iO In 1898, 
the lowest year since 1863, to $34,387,- 
3M6.60, in 1896, or an increase of $11,493,- 
414.40. 


Tariff Leeblation. 


It may be urged that even if the reve- 


nues of the government had been suffi- 
cient to meet all its ordinary expenses 
during the past three years, the gold re- 
serve would still have been Insufficient to 
meet the demands upon it, and, tbat 
bonds would necessarily have been Issued 
for its repletion. 
Be this ns It may, It IB 


ola-irly manifest, without denying or 
affirming the correctness of such a con- 
clusion, tbat tbe debt would have been 
decreased la at least the amount of tbe 
deficiency and business confidence im- 
measurably strengthened throughout the 
country. 


Congress should promptly correct tbe 


existing condition. Ample revenues must 
be supplied not only for the ordinary ex- 
penses of the government, but for the 
prompt payment of liberal pensions and 
the liquidation of tbe principal and inter- 
est of the jrabllo debt. In raiting reve- 
nue, duties should be so levied upon for- 
eign products as to preserve tbe home 
market so far as possible to our own pro- 
ducers; to revive and increase manufac- 
tories; to revive and encourage agricul- 
ture; to increase our domestic and for- 
eign commerce; to aid and develop min

On the 
(ace of the fact that tbe Snal report of 
Engineer Burgess was most discourteous- 
ly suppressed when planted in person by 
Mr. Burgesi at the council meeting last 
night, (although tbe council itsolf bad by 
unanimous notion referred tbe Jndd re 
port to tbe public Improvement committee 
and Engineer Burgees) said action shows 
that tbe ipeeial committee with Mr. Judd 
has utterly failed in their scheme, what 
ever it may bave been, and were afraid o 
tbe glare of electric light which Mr. Bur 
gees WHS prepared to throw on the whol 
course of that wonderful committee 
Although Mr. Borgess1 report was tabled 
I herewith embody said report in tbis com 
munlcation, together with all other papers 
bearing an the matter under consideration 
and tbe final report of tbe public Improve 
ment committee, which like Mr. Burgess 
report, was laid on the table.

To include this territory and ravine in

What this 
increase would be, together with tbe re- 
snltant increase in cost, I am unable to 
determine, as the data In possession of 
the oity is not sufficient for estimating 
tbe same. Without criticising tbe work 
of your city engineer, who hae been un- 
able to obtain tbe desired information, I 
would say that the data used to design 
tbe siza and depth of tbe present proponed 
main is not sufficient to warrant tbe ex- 
penditure of tbe money involved. 


Your city engineer figures the cost of 


constructing the main as designed at 
about 140,000, and the cost ot tbe main 
line to include all territory west of Oak- 
land avenue and lying within the city 
limits at about (60,000, bit I have been 
unable to obtain tbe data from which to 
make an Intelligent estimate of cost for 
either main. If your committee were to 
personally invert this amount of money 
in tbe construction of a sewer, yon would 
consider it most unbusinesslike to do so 
without first determining the exact size 
and depth required and tbe exact case of 
both mains, and would then compare the 
difference in cost, together with interest 
on same until tbe west section is ready 
for laterals, with the cost of a new main 
to the west having an outlet to tbe river 
at another paint, Tbis should be done in 
order that no unnecessary work be done 
or money wasted, and also to Insure that 
the work would provide for future de- 
velopment*.

to expend tbe money of tbe city to tbe

before I can pass upon tbe design of the 
main sewer for tbe West End, I must 
bave data which will enable me to deter- 
mine (1) tbe most economical route; (3; 
tbe exact territory wbicb would be drain- 
ed by this main outlet, and which may 
be taken into it at some future time; (3 
tbe exact siz* of the main sewer, which 
depends upon the area and slope of the 
ground; and (4) the depth which would 
give all the people in the tributary terri 
tory drainage and sewer facilities. 


To establish these points require thai 


careful surreys be made of all the area In 
eluded by tbe water-shed ami adjao-nt 
territory,from whlob a topographical map 
•bowing 2-foot contours upon tbe in 
eluded area should be compiled, together 
with profiles of all the streets in '•ame 
with their permanent grades. Tbis work 
can be carried on by ynur city engineer 
and should be done before further steps 
are taken in the matter. 


With the data asked for above it wll 


be an easy matter to compare the depth, 
size and cost of the main which does no 
include the territory and ravine west o: 
Oakland avenue with the same points o: 
a main wbicb does include this territory. 
The district west ot Oakland avenue is 
developing rapidly, and I would consider 
it wise to lower tbe main sewer sufficient 
to inclnde same, if it can be done at a 
reasonable cost, 


The question of providing an outlet for 


tbe drainage and sewering of this terri- 
tory is well worth the careful considera- 
tion of your honorable council. A small 
amount judiciously expended in tbe col- 
lection of sufficient data to definitely ant 
intelligently determine tbe advisability 
of increasing the depth and size of the 
proposed main to include tbe above terri- 
tory may save tbe city and citizens thou- 
sands of dollars In the near future, when 
an outlet will be demanded for tbe drain- 
age of this west section, and if tbe present 
main is constructed on tbe pUn proposed 
it would be necessary in such a case to 
construct a new outlet at another point, 
or reconstruct the one now under con- 
sideration.

To His Honor the Mayor, and gentle- 


men of the city council: 
Having been instructed, in connection 


with tbe committee on public improve- 
ments to make an examination of tbo 
plans, profiles and estimates tbat have 
recently been made by Mr. Judd, of a cer- 
tain system for sewerage in the western 
part of this city and report tbe result of 
the game to this council, I beg leave to 
submit the following: 


Tbat I may be better able to make 


myself understood, it seems necessary to 
turn back a few months and look into 
tbe history of this survey and endeavor 
to ascertain how it was brought about 
and the council will please bear with me 
if in so doing I should repeat some things 
with which It is already familiar. 


About tbe first of August last and after 


a survey of several different routes for a 
sewer in the weaterc part of the city had 
been made and plans, profiles and esti- 
mates of tbe same submitted to this 
council for its consideration and after a 
full discussion 
and argument on the 


several routes, a line was finally unani- 
mously agreed upon, to be known as the 
Oakland Avenue Sewer. An ordinance 
for tbe construction of the sewer was 
drawn and passed by this council. The 
engineer was directed to draw up tbe 
specifications and detail plans for the 
work and much of the rlgbtof way was ob- 
tained and other preparations being made 
tor its construction.

A. remarkable kind of paper is pro- 


duced in Coreaentirely by manual labor 
and without the use of anv machinerv 
Its quality excels that of the very best 
made in China or Japan,. The raw ma- 
terial used for this paper is obtained 
from the bark of Broussoneta papyri- 
fera, which is collected in the spring 
and beaten in water containing-a larg-e 
odmixture of wood a»hes, until reduced 
to thick pulp; this is taken in large 
ladles and spread upon frames of bam- 
boo and in. this •way formed into thin 
sheets. 
Another kind of paper is 


produced from old scraps trodden into 
pulp much in the same v.ay that grape 
juice is expressed in some" countries— 
a process of pulping which, thoug-li 
slow, has the advantage of not breaking 
the fiber so much as when machinery it 
used; then after the pulp has been made 
into paper, the sheets are piled up to a 
height of six feet and cut into pieces, 
to be again subjected to the feet stamp- 
ing—at the same time the roots and 
seeds of a plant called "tackpoui" are 
added, the soluble parts of which are 
supposed to give tenacity and tough- 
ness to the paper.—Apotheker Zeitung.

Thompson's report in which he most em- 
phatically states tbat the first thing to 
do is to make a topographical map for 
the purpose of ascertaining tbe size of tbe 
sewer. Tbat he made a map Is true, but 
the map he shows Is simply a copy of the 
records of Macon county, made up in tbe 
count? surveyor's office, and which any 
fan- draughtsman could make in a few 
days, his map shows tbe Sangaman river 
and northern city limits, bnt there Is no 
color, shadee or other relief on it, neither 
does he show tbe different districts which 
in his estimate be claims to have divided 
op bis territory and anyone not familiar 
with the ground would have the right to 
conclude from bis map that it was a level 
plain from tbe river to the city limits. 
He baa drawn in small black lines the 
location of his sewer and tbat feature IE 
all there is to distinguish It from a copy 
of tbe platn of lota and tract* of land on

He tells you tbat a 
sewer beginning at tbe city limits a 
Paga and Monroe streets and following 
tbo valley of the branch down through 
tbe Fairview ground with a 7% foo 
sewer to tbe river would cost $110,803.50 
but he shows no plan or profiles of tbe 
route or any data by wb'rb be got at tbe 
cost, but he emphasizes the statemen 
that tbe cost of tbe right ol way would 
probably be very great and alau iocs ou 
of bis way to inform yon what ilio exac 
cost to the city would be, which ha knows 
no more about than any member of this 
council and It is no part of an engineer's 
business to Inquire into, for we all know 
tbat question must be settled by the 
courts. 


The council will remember tbat I re 


ported that it was cot practicable to 
build a 6 foot sewer frcm tbe fair ground 
to the river as suffloient depth to cover 
the sewer could not be obtained and il 
tbe expert had made a profile of tbe 
ground be would probably have come to 
tbe same conclusion. He also gives a 
total estimate of what be terms tbe Oak 
land avenue system without any reference 
to details, and this is tbe system which 
be seems to recommend far adoption by 
this council, which consists of a main 
sewer from tbe tiangamon river on tbe 
tine of Oakland avenne; thence north on 
Oakland avenne to the Fair Ground 
branch about 800 feet north of Main 
street; tbence up the valley of this branch 
to tbe city limits at Pugh street and 
Monroe street a distance of 9840 feet. 
Also a branch sewer from a point on Oak- 
land avenue and West Eldorado street, 
thence northeasterly to tbe Wabash rail- 
road a distance of about 2834 feet. He 
estimates the cost of this system at {75,- 
620,or about $6000 less than my estimate 
of tbe sarao system, but a most remark- 
atye feature of tbe expert's estimate of 
this system Is tbe fact that (for some 
reason unknown to me and be inakcB no 
explanation) he bus left out tbe cost of 
this branch sewer in his estimate of tbe 
cost of bis system, say about 2800 feet of 
sewer and costing some $9000, and which 
Included in bis estimate would carry it 
several thousand dollars above the esti- 
mate I made for tbe same system. 


Now, gentlemen, wby is this important 


omission made' If It is a mistake it is 
a most egregious blunder, and if it is in- 
tentional It appears like au attempt at de- 
ception. 


There is still another feature about this 


western branch sewer which deserves at- 
tention and it in this: When tbe expert 
engineer establishes tbe 
grade of bis 


sewer at tbe summit on Oakland avenue, 
between Wood and Macon streets, making 
tbe cut about 41 feet, (just as I have It, 
be could not well make It any less and 
he did not want to make it any more) i 
and taking tbat depth for a starting point 
and then running up on a 3 inch per 10 
foot grade until be reaches tbe poin 
where be turns west with bis Fairgroum 
branch sewer, be then finds tbat he ha 
not pot fall enongh to continue tbe 3 ircl 
grade on that branch and keep under 
ground at Fairview avenne and Wes 
Eldorado streets so he resorts to a 22 IncJ 
grade to 100 feet and in that way man 
ages to keep 8^' feet under the internes 
tion of those streets with the top of bis 
sawvr, but even tbun the top of his eewer 
is 18 inches out ot the ground for more 
than 200 consecutive feet and for 400 tee 
it is scarcely, one foot under ground 
so It is evident tbat tbe very objections 
tbat the resolution authorizing this sur 
vey makes in reference to tbe Williams 
system o( drainage exists In Mr. Judd'a 
system to a greater degree, for Mr. Wll 
Hams does not keep his sewers three or 
four feet underground and he has no fall 
less than 3 Inches per 100 feet excepting 
in one Instance, and In tbat case the sewer 
is very unsatisfactory.

<ewer from tbe river at Oakland avenue to j know, a topographical map is intended to 
r,be intersection of Monroe and Pugh lfnow' tbe elavations and depresnlons, ^e 
streets ore as follows: 
hllls< valleys and ravines, the prairie and 


the sewer ore Imperfect and incomplete. 
He draws but one line to show bis sewer, 
(the bottom lino) when It is quite im- 
portant that the upper line showing tbe 
top of tbe sewer should be drawn, In 
order to show the size of the sewer and 
how near it approaches the surface of tbe 
ground, and finally, I can discover roth- 
ing new In the system of sewerage sub- 
mitted by tbe expert engineer or tbat it 
gives any information not already in the 
possession of this council; in fact, it is 
substantially a copy of one of\ tbe plans 
that I submitted to tula eounoil last 
spring and was objected to, and for tbe 
reasons above stated, I would advise this 
council to 
examine and make itself 


familiar with tbe plans of Mr. Jndd be- 
fore taking final action in tbe Matter 
and If they will do this, I am satisfied 
that it will flnd them Impracticable and 
undesirable.

large enough to carry sewage, allowing 
the storm water to flow In its natural 
channel, at a cost not to exceed $35.000

WASTE NATURAL FORCES. 


OM Power Running; Awny !».' 


Omr Hirer*. 


It ia a curiouu fact that in agreatman- 


ufoc luring- country like the United 
States the vast resources of water 
power are, comparatively speaking, ig- 
nored and neglected. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that for every mill turned by 
water a hundred might be in operation. 
Hie million and a quarter horse power 
which is derived from water is over- 
shadowed by twice or thrice that 
amount of steam power. 
The former 


may be compared to its own mill pond, 
standing still in the march of industry, 
while tie latter is pushing forward 
with the speedanid pou'erol the locomo- 
tive. For example, the increase of 
steam power in this country in the dec- 
ade closed, in 1880 was 80 per ce»t., while 
water power increased in the same pe- 
riod hut 8.4 per cent. That the latter 
could be almost immeasurably in- 
creased, if warranted by economic con- 
ditions, is proven by the report of Prof. 
Swain, the census expert, who says: 
"A calculation, based upon the best 
data, obtainable furnishes the astonish- 
ing" result that the total theoretical 
power of our streams, taken at an av- 
erage throughout the year, reaches the 
cjionmous figure of over 200,000,000 
horse power. Such is the eiverafy de- 
veloped by our rivers, streams and 
brooks, of which we are using a little 
over one-half of one per cent. Could it 
be utilized, the power afforded would 
probably be more than sufficient 
to 


turn all the machinery of the globe'." 


Steam has triumphed o\er all its 


rivals. The water mill has bfcome u 
relic of a past ape aud the w indmill is 
prehistoric. At the close of the last dec- 
ade the triple-ex pa as ion. engine was, set 
up almost in the spray of the waterfall, 
aiul the lococmothe. found a level road- 
bed upon the abandoned tow path of 
the canal. But another power came 
upon, tbe scene; or, to speak more accu- 
rately, another method of utilizing 
power, with the ability to take power 
from any original source — from steam, 
from water, or from 
winds — and to 


transmit it to a distant point for utiliza- 
tion. At once the science of mechanism 
was revolutionized. As soon as the 
electrical transmission of power be- 
came instead of u theory a practical re- 
ality, every waterfall, every coal de- 
posit, no matter how remote from man- 
ufacturing centers, took an added value 
in the eyes of the commercial users of 
power.

The mountain 
regions, so long looked upon as thewaste 
places of the eatth. hold treasures for 
posterity that will "far outshine the 
wealth of Ormus or of Ind." The bases 
of the Allephanies, the Rockies, and the 
Sitrras, with the vast plains at their 
feet will throb with the energy gener- 
ated by the streams fed by their living 
springs. The glaciers of the giant peaks 
of Oregon and Washington hold suffi- 
cient power in. their icy grasp to turn 
every fie.tor/ wheel and light and warm 
ever) building in those states for a cen- 
tury to come, while the thousand moun- 
tain streams along the rocky barriers 
from Montana to New Mexico will per- 
form the double duty of supply Ing pow- 
er to 'the millions who will people those 
states (mills, mines railroads, etc.), 
and irrigating the soil to provide for 
their sustenance.

Few people understand what a "lo- 


pan" is, and fewer still who have had an 
opportunity to visit such a locality. In 
central and northern Minnesota logons 
sire numerous. They are similar to the 
?ayOTi of the south, hut differ chiefly in 
tat tbe vegetation which grows in 
them is found only in the northern cli* 
motes, withfew exceptions. Thisvegt- 
tation is often so dense that ills Utterly 
mpenetrable, save to rrild animate 01 
rirds. 


The difficulties to be encountered in 


making' one's way through, such a con- 
glomeration of water, swamp and thick 
undergrowth forest are extremely great 
—so great, in fact, that none but ex- 
pexienced hunters will venture among 
them. 


A few days ago a party of nimrods 


from Lindstrom, this state, while in a 
canoe, had a strange and thrilling ad' 
venture in the Bow String, one of the 
most puzzling logan&of the northwest, 
and, though they had been through the 
Bow String many times before, yet foj 
many hours they were, thoroughly lost, 
and even the giuide' almost gave up in 
despair before tlu'v Miceeeded in find- 
•ng their way ou, . Th? humorous part 
of the journey occurred when this canoe 
load of hunters ran across another boat 
load of nimrods. who were also lost, 
and each party essayed to follow the 
other, hoping that they would soon be 
piloted out of the difficulties, but the 
result was that all became entangled 
more than ever, and it took three- 
quarters of a day to free themselves 
from the intricacies, of the logan. 


One who has never visited a logan 


cannot understand the density of the 
vegetation, where for long* distances 
it is impossible to observe an object for 
perhaps scarcely a rod awny, and where 
there is seldom a straight sheet of wa 
ter on which to paddle the "craft," but 
whore there must be a. continual seriee 
of zigzagings to avoid the little island 
forests, and where the tall water plants 
impede all progress and help to make 
canoeing unhappy and miserable be- 
yond description. 


When fowl or game is sighted in these 


logans' it vanishes so quickly that the 
most expert huntsman is completely 
baffled in his attempts to shoot, and the 
charms and pleasures afforded in such 
a trip are chiefly those derived from the 
wild, solitary loneliness of the sur- 
roundings and from a study of nature 
Parties who have had to spend a nigh' 
in one of these northern bayous say it 
is an experience that they could never 
endure but once, for every minute 01 
hour to them was as if they were tor- 
mented: in hades itself. 


There are really no animals, birds or 


snakes that can be said to be trouble- 
some, but, like one lured into death's 
desert, phantoms seem to unfold ai 
their terrors, until one's mind may ac 
tually be in danger of giving1 way under 
the severe mental strain. A log-an is 
one of earth's solitudes, which even the 
adventurer would do well to avoid. — St 
Louis Republic. 


THE MARQUIS OF MONTROSE, 


Hello, of the Author of "My Dear and 


Only Love." 


At the first meeting of the present 


winter se.s&ion of the Society of An' 
tiquaries of Scotland, held in Edin 
burgh, one of the papers read was a 
notice by Mr. J. W. Morkill, A. M., of a 
human hand and forearm pierced witl 
nailholes and a basket^hilted sword 
former!}' preserved in the family o 
Graham, of Woodhall, Yorkshire, am 
considered as relics of the 
famou 


marquis of Slontrose. The sw ord bears 
on both sides of the blade, immediately 
below the hilt, the quartered coat-of 
arms of Montrose and the date 1570 
damascened in gold. The arm is in a 
mummified condition and has evident- 
ly never been interred. A hole througl 
the center of the hand and a seconc 
through the fleshy part of the arm nea 
the elbow are sug-gestive of the limb hav 
ing been affixed to some gate or post 
as it was customary to thus expose the 
severed limbs of those executed fo: 
high treason. It is known that the arm) 
of Montrose were affixed to the ports o 
Dundee and Aberdeen and it is on recon 
that, during the time of the commoa 
wealth, alllimbstbusafnxed in differen 
places in Scotland were taken down by 
the English or with their permission 
This is confirmed by the records o 
Aberdeen as regards one of the arms o: 
Montrose, whioh was taken down and 
interred in Lord Huntley's vault til 
1661, when it was disinterred and sen 
to Edinburgh. to be reunited to th 
other members for the public ftinera 
which was accorded "the murdered 
marquis" after the restoration. The 
arm has been subhitted to Sir William 
Turner, professor of anatomy in the 
University of Edinburgh, who testified 
that the hand is not that of a big man or 
one accustomed to manual labor and 
that there is nothing in its appearance 
irreconcilable with the view that it 
may be the arm of the marquis of 
Montrose. — Notes and Queries.
